He would also have convinced 
even the most careless that he 
meant business—as, no doubt, he 
does—and that general rationing 
would follow if his warning were 
ignored. 

Similarly, the recent restriction 
of fuel purchases came late in the 
day after an endless, and often 
exasperating series of “ flashes” 


and hints and reminders. The 
Government may, or may not, 
have been wise to give up its 


original rationing plan. 

But I cannot think it has been 
wise to act like the fond mother 
of naughty children and keep on 
telling us to be good. December 
was unusually mild, and that for- 
tunate fact has tended to keep 
consumption down. 

If we should have severe 
weather in coming weeks, I think 
the public would prefer rationing 
to continued pleading, coupled 
with snooping and petty prosecu- 


tions.

HEN the Minister of 

WV citour appealed to 

trade unionists the 

other day not to ask for their old 

liberties back too quickly after 

the war, your correspondent felt 

that he was standing on much 
less firm ground. 

It is true, no doubt, that many 
war-time restrictions will have to 
be continued into the peace, but 
no delays can be more dangerous 
than delays in the restoration of 
fundamental liberties. 

Few of us realise how many of 
these liberties we have already 
waived for the duration. Even 
Habeas Corpus is but a ghost of 
its former self and freedom of 
speech and writing is grievously 


impaired. 
The Government is under 
solemn pledge to restore our 


rights without the least unneces- 
sary delay. As Mr. Bevin said, we 
do not know what Government 
may be in office after the war is 
won. But I think it will be dan- 
gerous in the extreme to let this 
one, or any other, hold up the re- 
storation of our ancient liberties 
on any pretext whatever. 
Delays, they say, are always 
dangerous. This kind of delay 
may prove fatal, for habit breeds 
contentment even in bondage.

I did not look 
much like Jew, for, see, 
I have blue eyes and a straight 
profile When I was young my 
hair was blond. I was a quiet boy. 

We went to live in Berlin. My 
father’s trade was that of a 
glazier He worked terribly hard 
to educate me, for he wanted me 
to be a doctor.

I lived on and worked blindly, 
empty inside. Only I could at 
least remember that I had lived 
a few beautiful and happy years. 
And the years passed, and Hitler 
came into Austria.

“Since the beginning of the offensive of our troops 
north-west and south-west ot Stalingrad, the German 
troops operating in the approaches to Stalingrad were 
reckoned to consist of 200.000 to 220,000 men On 
November 23 these troops were completely encircled 

“In the flawless encirclement of the German Fascist 
troops in the Stalingrad area, the Red Army completely 
routed the 44th, 376th and 364th German divisions, the 
remnants of which are among the encircled troops 

“During the last few weeks our troops. by systematic 
bombardments from the air, by powerful artillery fire. and 
by the attacks of the land forces, wiped out a large number 
of officers and men of the encircled enemy troops.

“In addition German soldiers in the Stalingrad area 
have no winter clothing. The number of deaths from 
frostbite increase daily. 

“ According to prisoners’ statements, every day 400 to 
500 soldiers die from exhaustion and frostbite. Altogether 


the German troops encircled in the Stalingrad area lose 
daily not fewer than 1,500 soldiers. 

“As a result of all these circumstances, the German 
Fascists have suffered heavy losses in manpower during 
their encirclement in the Stalingrad area 

“At present the manpower of the encircled German 
forces is not superior to 70,000 to 80,000 men. The Soviet 
Command, in order to avoid needless bloodshed, presented 
on January 8, 1943, the following ultimatum to the com- 
mander and the whole officer personnel of the German 
troops encircled at Stalingrad : 

To the Commander of the Sixth German Army, 
General Paullus, or his deputy, and to all the officers and 
ranks of the encircled German troops at Stalingrad: 


The Sixth German Army, units of the Fourth Tank 
Army and reinforcement units attacked to them have 
been completely encircled since November 23, 1942. 


ALL HOPES OF SALVATION GONE 


The Red Army units have encircled this group of 
German troops in a solid, flawless ring. All hopes of 
salvation of your troops by an offensive of German forces 
both from the south and from the west have not 
materialised. The German forces speeding to your 
assistance are now routed by the units of the Red Army, 
and their remnants are withdrawing towards Rostov. 

The German transport air force, which is carrying 
you starvation rations of food, fuel and ammunition, is 
often compelled by the successful and impetuous advance 
of the Red Army to change its aerodromes and fly from 
very far to your encircled lines. Therefore the German 
transport air force is sustaining tremendous losses in 
aircraft and crews at the hands of the Russian Air Force. 

The assistance it gives to your encircled troops is 
becoming unreal. The position of your encircled troops is 
difficult. They are suffering from starvation, from disease, 
and from the winter cold. The stern Russian winter is 
only starting. 

Strong frosts, cold winds and blizzards are before you 
and you and your soldiers, and your soldiers are not sup- 
plied with winter clothing and are in difficult. unsanitary 
conditions. You, as the Commander and all officers of 
the encircled forces, understand that you have no real 
chance of breaking the ring of encirclement. 

Your situation is hopeless, and further resistance is 
senseless. Conditions have created a hopeless situation 
for you, and in order to avoid useless bloodshed we are 
offering for your acceptance the following conditions of 
capitulation: 

(1) THE GERMAN ENCIRCLED TROOPS HEADED 
BY YOU AND YOUR STAFF SHALL PUT AN END TO 
RESISTANCE. 

(2) YOU ARE TO HAND OVER TO US IN AN 
ORGANISED WAY ALL MANPOWER, ALL ARMA- 
MENTS, ALL WAR MATERIAL AND WAR EQUiPMENT 
IN WORKING ORDER.
